new' section of the penal code of the 
United States it will hereafter be a 
seriou s offense to issu e a check for 
a less amou nt than $1. The new code 
becomes effective tomorrow.

making, i.ssu ance, circu lation or pay 
ing ou t of anv note, check, memor­ 
andu m, token or other obligation for 
less than a dollar. 
Bu siness firms which have been In­ 
ter vie w'cd as to the effect of the new 
enactm ent say it will mean the su b­ 
stitu tion of postage stamps, su bsidi­ 
ary coins and postal money orders in 
lieu of bank checks for payment of 
accou nts representing fractions of a 
dollar. 
The nu mber of bank checks drawn 
for payment of balances of less than 
a dollar are very few. 
Ou tside of 
mail order hou ses, 
the 
nu mber of 
sr.ch checks received in the cou rse of 
bu siness is 
comparatively 
insignifi 
cant. 
Treasu ry officers arc at a loss to 
accou nt for the legislation. 
It doeb

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Washington, Dec. 31.—Today wit­ 
nesses the passing of 
the 
treasury 
department’s control of the b oard of 
United States general appraisers, and 
hereafter the customs inb iinal will b e 
as independent of the government as 
are the federal courts. 
The change ab out to b e made b e­ 
comes an accomplished fact as th(3 
direct result of 
amendments 
incor­ 
porated in the administiative section 
of the Aldrich-Payne tariff b ill passed 
on August 5 last. 
Ever :^ince the fouiulation of the 
b oard of appraisers, in 1890, the var­ 
ious administrations in the treasury 
deiiartment have b een wont to look 
upon the b oard as a “b ureau” of the 
department, and as such amenab le to 
'directions from the secretary of the 
treasury or his sub ordinates. 
This conception has from time to 
time b een 
opposed 
vigorously 
b y 
some of^ the more independent mem-» 
b ers of the b oard and b y importers 
as well as b y domestic interests. 
Not only has the secretary of th# 
treasury claimed the right to name 
the president of the b oard, b ut a dis­ 
position has existed to lay dowm rules 
for the conduct of the tiib unal’s b usi­ 
ness, and actually 
in 
certain 
in­ 
stances to attempt intimidation when 
cases were to b e decided in which the 
government had a vital interest. 
The new tariff, however, changes 
all this. Not only is the executive of 
the b oard to b e named b y the presi­ 
dent of the United States, b ut the 
trib unal is given direct authority to 
make its own rules, noc alone for the 
conduct of routine b usiness, b ut for 
the hearing and determination of cus­ 
toms issues as well. 
In addition to the foregoing addi­ 
tional 
powers, 
section 
12 
of 
the 
Payne lavr confers upon the b oard ail 
of the powers possessed b y the cir­ 
cuit courts of the United States.
